There are a lot of ninety dollar words in there but I get the im- 
pression that Robert agrees with me. John Boyer, editor of Dip- 
lomacy Review has proposed that the same system be used asr.Robert 
and I suggest. So, it looks like the Awards will be run on the 
panel system next year. 

I finally read the full details of the suggestion by Lewis Pul- 
sipher to' split the Calfeamer Awards into two regions. 

In his letter, appearing in DR Sept., he states that the Awards 

"have been a farce partly because of poor imanagement and partly 

be cause of voter Ignorance." In fact he even admits that he 

didn't know anything about the winner of the variant award. But, 

there is no way he can blame anything on the voters. There is 

clearly no way a voter can be expected to recieve every zine, 

have played in every variant etc. The old voting system may have 

been fine In the time when everyone received everyone elses zine 

but with the hobby at its present size that system is impossible.. 

Look I will admit that the Panel System isn't democractic but 
surely it will work better than the present one. 

He goes on further to say that votes should be made public because 
more people would vote if they realized it would be so close. 
The real reason is that nobody really knows what's going on. 
Pulsipher even admits that it is "foolish to expect an average 
player to make an intelligent and meaningful vote in such circum- 
stances. Yet he poses no solution to this problem hoping that 
it will remedy itself. Bull it will* The IDA has to look at the 
way the awards are being handed out or we'll get another farce 
next year. 

Then he goes on to accuse the British of "gang-voting". Bull 
again! They merely showed interest in the awards. The reason 
more Britons won awards than Americans is because they will ob- 
viously receive mostly British zines and so their bias will lean 
towards the British. 

And don't tell me that there are more than 10 people in the hobby 
who could say that they completed that ballot Knowing for sure 
that they were making relatively unbiased judgements. 

Furthermore about the zine that printed the ballot and told how 
the editor would vote, although I am not aware of the details 
of the zine I would think that the editor was merely trying to 
help voters who otherwise would just tick off the first familiar 



name on the list. Also It should be noted that this was done in- 
North America in John Leeder's Arrakis. In his zine John even 
said that it was almost impossible to make an unbiased vote and 
that we should vote for the entrants we know, thus giving us a 
general concensus. Bull! All it will give us is a general pop- 
ularity contest. Take an example; say zine A Is received by 200 
people, and zine B is received by 50. Suppose that zine B is the 
better zine and that everyone votes. B will get 5° votes and A 
will get 200 and win undeservingly. Is this whet we want, a pop- 
ularity contest. 

The Calhamer Awards are one big popularity contest and won f t 
change until we do something about it. Splitting the awards will 
merely agrievate the situation and split the hobby, in other 
words defeat the whole purpose of the CA which is to give hobfry - 
wide recognition of work in the hobby, and defeating one of the 
purposes of the International Diplomacy Association which is to 
help hold the hobby together.

Press: LONDON RUSSIAN ARMY SMaSHED/ST. PE!EffiRSBURG PALLS II 
It was reported that as of April 3rd, 1906, St. Petersburg had 
fallen under Scandinavian control, thus ending the siege of the 
north Russia port in resounding allied victory. . The city had 
held out for over six months, but deprived of supplies, under 
constant naval bombardment from vessels of the British second 
fleet, and surrounded on all sides, the fate of the city was never 
in doubt. Participating in the attack were 30,000 members of the 
Free Finnish Legion, 230,000 British troops,. and over 50,000 troops 
of mixed Scandinavian origin, predominantely Swedish, at the end 
of the siege over 25»000 Russian prisoners were taken, thus virt- 
ually ending the career of the Russian army group North. Fleet 
engineering officials have reported that the Russian dockyard fac- 
ilities should be ready for use within the month, as thousands 
of tons on munitions and supolies are on route to the troops In 
northern Russia stockpile in Helsinki, admiral Boden, supreme 
commander of the allied naval forces in the Baltic, has announced 
that the next step in the campaign to exterminate the odious 
Czarist presence in Europe will be the liberation of the Baltic 
republics of Latvija, Lithuania, and Esthonia. Already thousands 
of marines have landed in the capitals of all three countries 
and provisional goverments there will be set up shortly.
